Bruns in the New York Sun we 
are informed that a series of ten

tupation. We are printing the ar- 
ticle as printed in the Sun for the 
information of our readers and 
feel that a bit of comment is 
permissable. 

Since the Visit of Mr. DeGauile 
with President Roosevelt, it is 
possible that these stamps may be 
put in use now since the French 
leader was given to understand 
that General Eisenhower was to 
be in charge of activities in 
France until such times as he felt 
it desirable to surrender govern- 
ment of the country to the French 
representatives. It is therefore 
entirely possible that the issue of 
these stamps was held up pending 
an understanding between the 
French representatives and our 
president. Leastwise we shall 
soon see if this had any bearing 
on the issue of the stamps. 

Another matter worthy of com- 
ment with reference to this is- 
sue as well as to the issues that 
have been released in Italy is 
the utter lack of sound business 
policy that may be connected with 
these issues. Every collector 
knows that there would be a sale 
for millions of these stamps here 
in America to American collectors 
at a substantial price, even over 
their face value or if offered at 
face value the returns would run 
into many thousands of dollars. 

There is no sound or valid rea- 
son why these stamps can not be 
Teleased to American collectors. 
Enough revenue from them would 
come and come quickly to pay 
their cost of production and allow 
a handsome profit without dam- 
age or loss to anyone but with a 
tremendous saving to American 
collectors,

Charlie Townsend is one of the 
last of the old guard, one who has 
lived a clean life and carried on 
a clean stamp business and we 
know that when he passes on he 
will go to that happy hunting 
ground for Philatelists where all 
stamps will be superb copies in 
blocks of four and his albums will 
bulge with duplicates which he 
will give to hi: less fortunate 
friends who lacked that something 
that put Charlie on the Prefer- 
red list at St. Peter’s Philatelic 
Agency.

{Stamps Of The Socialist 


Republic Of North Italy, 
Mussolini's Followers 





Mr. J. J. Threlfall of Hamilton, 
Ohio, submits a set of blocks of 
four of the five stamps which 
have been issued by the Fascist 
group of northern Italy, that 
group yet behind the German 
lines and still loyal to Mussolini. 

The stamps are of the Victor 
Emanuel issue of 1929 and are 
of five values, thus far known. 
These values are the 25c green, 
A94; the 30c brown, A95; the 50c 








94 and the 1.25 Lire blue, A94. 
The stamps are surcharged in 


two manners, some with the 
Italian “fasces,” the others with 
the words “REPUBLICA/SOCI- 


ALE/ITALIANA” in three lines. 
The overprints are in colors of 
various kinds which show 4 best 
on the different stamps. 

We are able to illustrate two 
of these stamps, the others are 
of similar overprints. The 25c 
and the 50c values are with the 
wording as mentioned and the 
30c and the 1.25 L, bear the fasces. 
We are without a copy of the 75c 
and thus can not state which 
overprint it bears. 

These stamps are of the enemy 
issue and traffic in them is pro- 
hibited. You will have to wait for 
your set until after the war. 


Italian Military Stamps 
Are Booming In Italy 


Our correspondent, Cpl. Leon 
Manoukian advises that the re- 
cently overprinted set of three 
Italian stamps with the “GOV- 
E R N O/MILITARE/ALLEATO” 
overprint are commanding high 
prices in Italy.

With the help of our’ readers 
we will try to continue this splen- 
did service and give you all the 
big news about stamps and stamp 
collecting. 

The publication of the article 
on June 29th proves that this pa- 
per covers the country and covers 
it fast, for in a letter of July 4, 
we received information from 
Mr. Fred C. Whitledge, SK1C, U. 
S. N., located at Farragut, Idaho, 
of the posession of a 6c Air Mail 
Envelope without the colored bor- 
der. Mr. Whitledge states that 
he obtained the envelope several 
weeks ago when he made a pur- 
chase of some air mail envelopes 
at his local postoffice. 

The envelopes which we illus- 
trate is identical with the regu- 
lar envelopes with the exception 
of the border. Mr. Whitledge had 
kept the envelope in unused con- 
dition. Immediately on receipt 
of word from him of the posses- 
sion of this envelope we advised 
him to immediately address and 
mail it and thus get a valid can- 
cellation in order to establish the 
envelope as one prior to the new 
supply which was announced for 
overseas distribution. 

A few days after receivt of the 
letter from Mr. Whitledge. we 
received a letter dated July 7, 
from Mr. Victor C. Reichenbach 
of Lansdale, Pa., in which he 
stated that he already had one of 
the new overseas envelopes which 
came to him in a letter on the 
morning of July 7th. from a 
friend stationed in the Pacific 
area. We have not the location 
of this post so are unable to state 
just where it is from, but hope to 
have Mr. Reichenbach supply 
this information later. It is too 
bad that this envelope was en- 
closed in unused form within a 
letter and thus is not canceled 
with an overseas cancellation date 
which might make it among the 
earliest if not the first known can- 
cellations on these new covers. 

Mr. Reichenbach states that his 
correspondent did not know that 
this was a new type of envelope 
that was being used but had sup- 
posed that through some error a 
quantity of the envelopes might 
have been issued without the col- 
ored border for the correspondent 
stated in his letter that he had a 
whole box of them and was send- 
ing one as a souvenir. 

Thus we have before us two en- 
velopes which are different, yet 
so near alike that only the most

Finding an approach to the sub- 
Ject of this article is extremely 
difficult for fear of hurting the 
majority, while spotlighting the 
minority. Let me state that I 
wholly subscribe to the Consti-

It is with the minority of re- 
fugees that I quarrel; with those 
who were driven from Nazi in- 
fested lands and who came to 
America seeking refuge and pro- 
tection. This group includes peo- 
ples of ALL nations and ALL re- 
ligions. Since Eurpeans have al- 
ways been more avid stamp col- 
lectors than we, it was natural 
that among those who flec. there 
would be collectors and dealers. 
Some who were to flee could not 
take their money, so they convert- 
ed their cash into stamps with the 
hope of reconversion on_ these 
shores. They brought with them 
the later and better issues of Eur- 
ope, all of which were eagerly 
grabbed by American dealers and 
collectors alike. I quarrel with 
those who came here and not

Europe Blocks Of 4 
Sell Over Catalogue 


The first portion of a block-of- 
four collection of foreign stamps, 
sold June 26-28 by H. R. Harmer, 
32 E. 57th St., New York, realiz- 
ed $13,500, with some very high, 
if not record, prices for some of 
the modern European material 
which has shown as yet no sign of 
falling in value. 

In France, many of the blocks 
of four brought more than full 
catalogue. Among these were: 

The 1929 Le Havre 2fr. $52 
(cat. $50). The 1929-33 10fr dark 
ultramarine, $44, and, for a simi- 
lar block, $43—both more than 
twice the $20 catalogue figure. 
The scaree perf. 11 20fr red 
brown, same issue and rather 
heavily hinged, brought the enor- 
mous price of $285 (cat. $200). 
A 5-mark Germar Reichspost 
brought $86 (cat. $80.) A simi- 
lar block of the 2-mark Gothic 
type realized $48 (cat. $32). And 
a 1933 Wagner set, with several 
thinned stamps, catalogued $54, 
brought exactly $54. 

All of the above, of course, 
were blocks of four. 


There Is A Cross On 
The Railroad Stamp 


It took the sharp eyes of one of 
our lady philatelists Lucy Morris- 
son, who is a regular reader of 
this paper to discover that there 
is a “Cross” on the recent Rail- 
road stamp. 
Whether this has been placed 
there intentionally by one of the 
engravers who worked on the die 
for this stamp or whether it is 
merely a freak of engraving we 
can not state but if you will ex- 
amine the stamp you will find 
this cross immediately above the 
head of the man who is kneeling 
at the left of the man who is 
standing in front of the locomo- 
tive. 
Can it be that the engraver, 
,wishing to put the finishing touch 
Pon this stamp added the cross 
above the kneeling figure, which 
appears to be a man at prayer. 
One thought with reference to 
this cross is that it may appear to 
some to be a telephone or tele- 
graph pole. We are unacquainted 
with whether either of thece sys- 
tems may have been along this 
line at that time but do not be- 
lieve it can represent either as it 
is the only such appearance of a 
cross which might well resemble 
a telephone pole, that is visible on 
the stamp. so we must conclude 
that the engraver has placed a 
cross on this stamp. 

No such cross is in the original 
painting from which the stamp 
was copied,

There is a lot more to the remarks we make here than the 
mere complaint made by a Canadian subscriber who some time ago 
sent us 25c for a subscription to this paper and which we entered 
for three months time instead of for a year. When a notice of expi- 
ration was sent this gentleman he comes back with a letter in which 
he says he will not renew and that we are “gyps’” of some sort be- 
cause he states that we sent him a card some time ago and solicited 
his subscription at 25c for one year, He thinks he is entitled to a 
full years subscription for his 25c. 


Point of the matter is that we never sent cards to anyone solicit- 
ing subscriptions except the card renewal notice which we mail out 
and,on which Canadian subscriptions are quoted at $1.00 per year. 
What we have mailed out to solicit subscriptions is a small slip of 
paper which features this paper at 25c per year, this price being for 
U. S. A. subscriptions and on this same subscription form, Canadian 
subscriptions are quoted at $1.00 per year. 


The reason for this price to Canada should be evident and appar- 
ent to any Canadian as well as to ourselves. In this country, we have 
what is known as second class mailing rates. These rates are based 
on a zone system. The Government of the United States recognizes 
the value of newspapers and magazines to the public and in effect 
subsidizes them by these second class mailing rates. Because of these 
rates almost every newspaper and magazine in America is ‘sold at a 
lesser price than it would cost the subscriber under regular printed 
matter rates. 


As an example, our postage bill runs somewhere between $25 
and $30 per week for over 16,000 papers. If these were mailed under 
1c stamps for each paper, the cost would be $160.00 per issue. It 
would mean an immediate increase in subscription rates by at least 
50 to 52 cents per year which would result in a decreased circulation 
which would result in decreased pulling power for the advertising 
and which might finally result in such a situation that both ends 
could not be made to meet and in many publications throughout the 
country there would be losses which would result in poorer publi- 
cztions, less pictures, less color print and a general deterioration that 
would be noticeable and would help defeat the very thing that the 
low postage subsidy upholds. 


In many of the Latin American Countries, to Spain and certain 
other countires, there is a postal treat whereby American papers 
are mailable to those countries under the American Zone rate which 
us and other American publishers to mail papers to those people 
and to set our subscription rate at the same prices we charge Amer- 
ican readres. These countries through this plan are wide awake and 
subsidize us in such manner that we can help supply their citizens 
with reading matter at a low cost. 


Not so the Canadian Postoffice Department, or rather the Domin- 
ion Government, for the Post Office Department probably has little 
to do with that matter. To mail our paper to Canada we must pay 
1c per copy and in addition to that the Canadian Government goes 
farther and assesses a tax of % cent per copy on every paper that 
goes into Canada. Thus we have a cost of 65c per year to mail our 
paper to Canadian readers and then some of them pop up and think 
we ought to help subsidiez Canadian citizens by selling them our 
paper and paying the postage on it and taking a loss. 


The British Government bears down on everything American 
at the present time in so far as stamps are concerned, British Deal- 
ers can not import current issues of our stamps for sale to collectors. 
We are placed in the same position here in America with relation 
to British Dealers as our own country has placed us in with regard 
to handling Axis stamps. 


When the British Government along with the Dominion Gov- 
ernment realizes that it would be advantages to ‘their citizens to 
make American publications and American stamps equally available 
to its citizens, the situation would work for better friendship and 
better feeling and Canadian citizens might readily obtain American 
publications at a reasonable price. There are few available in Cana- 
da of Canadian production and but one Canadian stamp journal. 
Do not blame us brother, blame your own Government which lacks 
the foresight to supply you with reading matter which you may 
wish,

First of all, I want to thank my 
good friend, Gus Lancaster, for 
pinch-hitting for me last week. 
It was certainly swell of you, 
Gus, and I know that the readers 
liked your material. Unfortunate- 
ly, I was unable to make the trip 
I expected to (to Washington for 
conferences with Post Office and 
Aeronautical Officials), but I hope 
to do this at a later date. 


Gus concluded last week by 
telling you that on July Ist, air- 
mail service was inaugurated on 
the eastern half of AM-47. Well, 
Ill carry on from there with all 
the particwlars. AM-47 is opera- 
ted by Eastern Airlines, and is a 
Washington (D. C.) to St. Louis 
(Mo.) route via Charleston, W. 
Va.;_ Lexington-Frankfort, Ky.; 
Louisville, Ky.; and Evansville, 
Ind. Service between St. Louis 
and Evansville was. inaugurated 
on October 15, 1941; and between 
Evansville and Louisville on June 
12, 1941. Consequently, this 
present new flight only concerns 
the Washington-Louisville sector. 
_ The inaugural flight left Wash- 
ington at 9:50 AM, and arrived at 
Louisville at 11:53 AM and St. 
Louis at 2:09 PM. Returning, it 
left St. Louis at 4:00 PM and 
Louisville at 6:10 PM, arriving at 
Washington at 9:53 PM. There 
was no cachets applied to first 
light covers at any points on 
the routes. 

Covers are cancelled as follows: 
Washington (postoffice)..7:30 AM 
Washington (Airport St.) 9:00 AM 
LeOUIBVING, Tay, ....5¢...: 5.00 PM 

For the benefit of those who 
may have covered the entire 
route, or point-to-point, the St. 
Louis Airmail Feild cancelled at 
3:30 PM. Naturally, all covers 
were cancelled July 1st; and cov- 
ers from Washington were carried 
westbound, those from Louisville 
and St. Louis eastbound. 

Covers addressed care of Gen- 
eral Delivery at St. Louis and 
Louisville received the standard 
General Delivery backstamp of 
July 3rd; those addressed care of 
General Delivery at Washington 
received the General Delivery 
backstamp of July 2nd. This is 
rather unusual in-as-much as most 
General Delivery windows are 
closed on Sunday. 





There were 53 covers cancelled 
at the Washingtonton postoffice 


and 33 at the Airport Station 
One pouch of mail was_ sent 
weighing six pounds. At the 


immediate. time, I do not have 
the figures available from Louis- 
ville. 

Service to Charleston, W. Va.;

Philatelic Society Posters 

In one of our recent columns in 
Linn’s we mentioned something of 
the first seal from a philatelic so- 
ciety, the information being fur- 
nished by one of our lady readers, 
concerning this we have received 
the following letter from Stanley 
Wasson, 911 Southern Blvd., New 
York 59, N. Y., who is. pretty 
much of an authority on these 
matters: 


“Noticed in Linn’s in your col- 
umn that one of your’. readers 
wrote you regarding the first phi- 
latelic seal issued in the United 
States.

I have 
discovered another philatelic item 
of interest that was issued in 1887. 
It is a souvenir menu issued by 
the Chicago Philatelic Society in 
honor of the convention held by 
the American Philatelic Associa- 
tion at Chicago on August 9th, 
1887. On the front page of the 
menu, U. S. stamp No, 214 was 
tied on with a special pr 2stal can- 
cellation, having city, date and 
time. When I have more time, I 
will send you a list of some very 
interesting and odd seals that

We are happy to present here- 
with what we believe to be the 
first illustration of one of the 
First Day Covers of the new Egy- 
ptian stamp issued to commemor- 
ate the eighth anniversary of the 
death of the late King Fuad of 
Egypt who died April 28, 1936. 
This cover comes from our good 
friend Corporal Leon Manoukian 
who is somewhere in the Medi- 
terraneaon area helping bomb our 
enemies. 

We find an illustration of a 

single copy of this stamp in Mr. 
James B. Hatchers stamp column 
and take the liberty of printing 
herewith the facts as given by 
Mr. Hatcher, concerning Fuad and 
his son Farouk who succeeded 
him. - 
A dramatic portrait of King 
Fuad I of Egypt, painted by Philip 
A. de Laszlo, the Polish artist, 
decorates a 10-milliemes dull pur- 
ple stamp from Cairo which come 
memorates the eighth anniversary 
of the death of Farouk’s father. 

In this painting, with the drap- 
ery arranged to hide his double 
chin, the fat and jovial Fuad re- 
sembles an aquiline Baurbon. De 
Laszlo also painted Farouk as a 
youth. 

King Fuad died April 82, 1936, 
at the age of 68. He was born in 
the Gizeh palace, the youngest 
son of Khedive Ismail Pasha, and 
descendant of Mohammed Ali, the 
Albanian warrior who founded 
Egypt’s present royal house and 
was created Pasha of Egypt in 
1805 by the Ottoman emperor. 

In his youth, Fuad was a cadet 
in the Italian Military Academy, 
Turin, serving later as a second 
lieutenant of the Italian Field Ar- 
tillery. He loved horses, dogs, 
royal pomp, earl Egyptian history 


'and archeology and collected coins 


He founded the Arab Academy 
at Cairo in 1932 to standardize 
Arabic and preserve the language 
as in the Koran. His queen was 
Nazi.

ERROR IS FOUND

thorough expert will probably 
classify them as_ different and 
even that difference may be up- 
set by future printings. 

Mr’ Reichenbach further states 
that on receipt of his unused en- 
velope he immediately took it to 
the local postoffice and had it 
cancelled and thus this cover does 
bear a Lansdale, Pa., cancel with 
date of July 7th. 

When we advised Mr. Whit- 
ledge to get his envelope cancel- 
ed we had visions of seeing him 
validate the envelope as one that 
would forever stand out as an 
error of the berdered envelope, 
but this new find from Lansdale, 
Pa, bears a date three days ear- 
lier than the Whitledge cover, yet 
the Whitledge cover is an error 
of the original envelope while the 
cover from Mr. Reichenbach is 
probably a first day date in the 
United States for this new 6c 
one without the colored bor. 

er. 

The next matter of interest 
with this new cover will be to 
hear of early dates from various 
army and navy posts abroad. We 
urge all readers to watch for 
these and to report dates of can- 
cel on any such envelopes re- 
ceived. 

It is now evident that‘the Post- 
office Department announcement 
on this new envelope was held 
up and made probably after the 
first consignments of these enve- 
lopes had been shipped abroad 
for the envelope from Mr. Reich- 
enbach which was sent him from 
somewhere in the:Pacific certain- 
ly was shipped there many days 
prior to June 20th, which is the 
date of the Department  an- 
nouncement on these new enve- 
lopes. 

For more than a year past the 
Department has been urging the 
use of lightweight air mail enve- 
lopes and stationery, yet they con- 
tinue to supply the same heavy 
weight envelopes. Some months 
ago we suggested to the Depart- 
ment that they take the lad in this 
respect and. manufacture a light 
weight envelope. Their reply 
was favorable to the suggestion 
but hinged on Whether the man- 
ufacturer could produce a light 
weight embossed envelope. 

We had hoped that this 
envelope might be this 
weight variety since we know 
that there are plenty printers 
who can produce a light weight 
envelope and if the present pro- 
ducer can not do so, his equip- 
ment should be adjusted to hand- 
le the work for it is practical and 
possible. If our Postoffice Offi- 
cials could see some of the light 
weight and very beautifully em- 
bossed envelopes which were in 
common use in many of the old 
German States before the estab- 
lishment of the German Empire, 
they would then know that such 
work is possible. 

It is much to be regretted for 
the envelope owned by Mr. Whit- 
ledge that he did not have it 
canceled as soon as he found it 
and then have it pictured in the 
Philatelic Press and its existence 
acknowledged and thus validated 
as an error of the current 6c en- 
velope. 

There is yet one possible chance 
for the validation of his cover 
as an error and that lies in the 
quality of the paper in the en- 
velope. Our own _— suggestion 
would be that the envelope be 
shown io Mr. Thorpe foe study 
and comparison with other en- 
velopes in the hope that it can 
be established as an error and 
thus stand as one. 
The paper in the Whitledge 
envelope is of a much whiter col- 
or than that in the new envelopes 
which are a grayish white. We 
had hope that there might be 
some change in the die or in 
some other manner, that would 
distinguish these two envelopes 
but find no difference other than 
in the paper and this is such a 
thing that may change from time 
to time and further printings of 
the new envelopes without the 
border may come again on paper 
which is so identical with the old 
paper that there can be no dif- 
ference seen in this respect. 

The envelope which we illus- 
trate is the error’ variety, the 
other one from Mr. Reichenbach

For 
the error variety which has been 
addressed to the publisher of this 
paper as a means of validating it, 
we have also had it backstamped 
at the Sidney, Ohio, postoffice 
and the backstamp date is July 
13, 11 A. M. 

We would suggest that both 
these envelopes, be submitted to 
Mr. Thorpe with the suggestion 
that he study the die from which 
they are printed, in the hope that 
it may be established that the 
new overseas prints are from a 
different die than the old print- 
ings, which if found to be the 
case would definitely establish 
the Whitledge envelope as an er- 
ror of the original envelopes. 

Incidentally we might add that 
these two covers run a race as 
both reached our office via reg- 
istered mail on Thursday morn- 
ing, July 13th. ss 

Mr. Reichenbach forgot to give 
us some information desired in 
sending his cover for examination 
and the information has now ar- 
rived after the above story is in 
type, so we add this bit of news 
concerning the cover.

imate face value of 20 cents in our 
money, thousands of collectors 
have struggled to buy the set at 
any price from one dollar to sev- 
eral dollars for the set. Why 
should these collectors be obliged 
to pay these prices when the 
stamps can be made available at 
face value. 

Should the War and Treasury 
department see fit to do so they 
could dispose of a few thousand 
of the current $25 war bonds by 
offering to sell one of these sets 
at face value to each purchaser 
of a war bond. Certainly the thou- 
sands of dollars that could be ob- 
tained in this manner should not 
be overlooked. We _ respectfully 
urge that some means be used to 
put these stamps on _ sale for 
American stamp collectors, who as 
a group are strong supporters of 
every bond sale. 

Herewith is the story of the 
new French Military issue as 
printed in the New York Sun: 

Just why the War Department 
is withholding the announcement 
of the printing at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing of a seriés 
of postage stamps in ten denom- 
inations for use in that section of 
France now occupied by the Al- 
lied forces is not explainable. 

The press relations officer in 
charge at the Treasury Denart- 
ment sometime ago prepared a re- 
lease on the stamps, containing 
all the information about them 
that would be of value to philate- 
lists not only in this country, but 
abroad as well. The Treasury and 
War Departments have co-oper- 
ated in the printing of postage 
stamps used in occupied countries, 
notably in Italy, and a release was 
issued when such stamps were 
printed at the Bureau and dis- 
patched to that country. 

A dispatch from abroad printed 
in the Baltimore Sun last Satur- 
day stated that the postmaster at 
Wingate, Md., had arrived in 
France to help establish the Army 
Post Office in Normandy for the 
Ninth Air Force unit now station- 
ed at one of the advanced air 
bases.

New Venezuelan Stamps 
Baseball Championship 
And Red Cross Issues 


By F. Jacobi 

From numerous inquiries from 
American stamp dealers, it is ob- 
vious that informations have been 
spread abroad about the forth- 
coming issuance of the above 
two commemorative sets. Since I 
have furnished the Ameriacn phi- 
latelic press for years with news 
on Venezuelan stamps, I feel a 
moral obligation to comment on 
these informations which in no 
case have been given by myself. 


Of course, the plans for both 
these issues have been known to 
me for months, all the more so, 
as the Baseball set is my idea. So 
far, however, the matter has not 
yet made sufficient progress as 
to expect the issue with any de- 
gree of certainty, although the 
date of the Championship Games 
is drawing nearer and nearer. The 
situation is similar as regards the 
Red Cross stamps which have 
caused very much talk and very 
little action. 


Since it has always been, and 
still is, and always will be, my 
principle to give information on 
new issues only if and when there 
is a definite certainty exists when 
the corresponding decree has been 
published in the Official Ga- 
zette—I have refrained from any 
reports whatever in these two in- 
stances. I wish to declare very 
expressly that at present there is 
absolutely no definiteness about 
the issuance of these two sets. 
Should one or both of these 
sets be decreed officially—as I 
expect they will—I shall report 
this, as always, to the philatelic 
press and to my clients. 


At present, on account of offi- 
cial publications, only these two 
single airmail values are expected 
to be released in the very near 
future: 

Bs. 5.00 (five Bolivares) face 
value, Scott AP 16 design, com- 
plementary to the Scott No. c143- 
163 set. 

Bs. 0.30 (thirty Centimos) face 
value, surcharge on Scott No.
